8d. The Church Temperance Society 
does not favor or consent to the promo­ 
tion of Temperance reform through the 
ageocy of a political party organized on 
that basis, or sustained for that purpose, 
dt would as soon entrust to a political 
¿party the work of securing holiness of 
heart and life, and turn the church into a 
voting machine to overcome at the polls, 
and by party measures, every religious or 
irreligious organization which should not 
make the Holy Scriptures a part of its po­ 
litical platform, and the acceptance of 
the Apostles' Creed a test pf party alle­ 
giance. 
Its work—and Temperance is a 
most essential part of the work of the 
church of God—is to be accomplished by 
moral* <not political, instrumentalities; its 
ends are to be compassed not by might, 
nor by power, but by the Spirirof God; 
under the leadership of Him, Whose 
Kingdom is not of this world. 
One effect of transferring Temperance 
Reform to the control of a political party 
would be to debar the clergy, of our own 
church at least, from active participation 
in it. They might vote for its nominees, 
but they could not take active part in its 
operations. The voters of this parish, as 
iu every other, differ, and will probably 
always differ iu political views and pre 
fer the nominees of different political 
parlies. What would be the consequence 
if I, in my official capacity as Rector, 
were to stand here on the Lord's Day 
and advocate the election of a particular 
ticket as the exponents of the political 
measures of which 1 app bved? What 
influence in spiritual matters would I 
have with those whom I had denounced 
from this pulpit us in lengue with Satan 
because they did not hold my particular 
views on the subject of Prohibition or 
High License? What would become of 
the church as the Spiritual Kingdom of 
God on earth, if every reform and every 
endeavor to elevate mankind and to teach 
them to live soberly, righteously and god- 


but one or two lines run to a town. A 
message, announcing the death of Ex* 
President Arthur, was sent to T iie Even ­ 
ing Telegraph from Chicago yesterday 
noon,—given to the operator there a little 
after twelve o’clock—and it certainly 
should have reached the printing office 
here in time for the paper last night; but 
for some unaccountable reason it did not 
arrive until after five o’clock; too late for 
the paper, which was then printed. 
We 
make this statement that our readers may 
understand the reason for our not giving 
them that important news last evening. 


-“ There were but very few present at 
the Hennepin Canal meeting in Chicago, 
yesterday. 
The notice of the meeting 
was short, and the date and place not 
well advertised; but, as it was given in 
several Chicago papers, certainly there 
should have been more than three citizens 
of that great commercial center present. 
Aside from the reporters only three citi­ 
zens of Chicago were present during 
most of the session. There were present, 
however, Judge Murphy and Mr. Hall, 
members of Congress from Iowa; and 
Henderson, Payson and Niece, members 
from this State; and all made enthusias­ 
tic and hopeful speeches. On motion of 
Ex-Governor Bross, Murry Nelson and 
E. N. Blake were appointed a committee 
to go to Washington to assist in having 
the measure passed, and to them were 
added Ex-Governor Bross, C. B. Farwell, 
and State Senator Ray. 
The old officers 
were re elected for the ensuing year as 
follows: President, Joseph Utley; Treas­ 
urer, Murry Nelson; Secretary, David 
Littler; Chairman of Ex. Com., Ex-Gov- 
grnor Bross. The commission then ad­ 
journed to meet again at the call of the 
President.

ed by means of political orgrnization and 
secured, or lo st, as must sometimes be the 
case, at the end of a political campaign 
with its caucusing and wire pulling, its 
personalities and animosities long per­ 
petuated? 
But I must turn to some of those things 
which the Church Temperance Society 
does teach and advocate. 
1st. It teaches that it is thr Christian 
duty of every one, by word und act, by 
influence and example, to stamp drunk­ 
enness as vile and disgraceful, as well as 
a sin against God; and drinking saloons 
as places so disreputable that no gentle­ 
man, much more no Christian man, should 
ever be seen entering them. A man may 
claim it as a part of his personal liberty 
to drink or not drink as he chooses; but, 
if he cares for his example; if he has any 
thought for his influence over others, and 
especially over younger men and boys, he 
is bound as a good citizen, even if not a 
Christian, to unite with the moral and re­ 
putable members of society, in lessening, 
so far as he can, the evils of intemperance. 
By avoiding all places where liquors are 
kept for sale, by warning others against 
the dangers and temptations of entering 
them; by pointing out that it is fatal to 
the business prospects as well as the mor­ 
als to frequent them; by holding up to 
public censure those who rent their prop 
erty for saloon purposes—one and all can 
unite in counteracting the temptations 
and influences surrounding them. The 
women too, young and old, can if they 
will, enact this social canon—that no *nan, 
whatever his family or his means, who is 
known to frequent saloons can be receiv­ 
ed to their houses or attend them in pub­ 
lic. Let it be understood that the next 
time you invite company, no man who 
drinks, gambles or frequents the places 
where drinking and gambling are provid­ 
ed for, will receive an invitation, and 
that you will not be seen in public in his 
society, and how long would it be before 
such a course would break up the mo it of 
the open dissipation that now prevails? 
Let no woman accept the attentions h i a 
man, let no parent ever give his child in 
marriagejo a man who bas[not enough re­ 
spect for himself, his parents, the woman 
he professes to love to abstain from places 


an offense against God. against the drunk 
ard’s own soul am! body and against man 
kind. There is great moral laxity of sen­ 
timent on this 
point. Many seem to 
think that getting drunk is often au act 
of thoughtless indiscretion; the evidence 
of a generous disposition, that it is a ne 
cessnry result of good fellowship; which 
fry and by the youth will outgrow. Now 
just so long as society condone« drunken 
ness ss a venial offense, it wUl be impos 
sible to make men regard the drinking 
saloon and its inevitable associations, as 
being in any sense disreputable. 
But i 
you can make a man appreciate the fact 
that intemperance is a sin, involves mor 
al guilt, incurs Divine wiath in the same 
way as theft, or murder or adultery; if 
you go and reason with him as St. Pau 
reasoned with Felix, not only of right 
eousoess, but of temperance and a judg 
ment to come; if yon show him that this 
is something that concerns religion rath 
er than politics o r social ethics, will he 
not see that he must use every possible 
means of keeping himself out of temptu 
tiou; and that having sinned against God 
he must come back to his Savior in the 
same wny of repentance, and confession 
and amendment of life, needing the same 
forgiveness at the hand of God ss if ho 
had been guilty of lying or murder, will 
he not be more likely to resist temptation 
wbeu it comes; to avoid the offence be­ 
cause it is of the devil? The word of God 
puts drunkenness among the works of the 
flesh and the devi). It declares that 
drunkards shall not inherit the Kingdom 
of God. 
Hew then can any one dally 
with this fearful tempter—how risk his 
soul’s immortal happiness on the chances 
of a death bed repentance? 
3rd. Drunkenness being thus a deadly 
sio, which unrepented involves destroy­ 
ing guilt and ends in everlasting death, 
and which when repented of needs the 
cleansing blood of the Redeemer to purge 
away the stain, and the forgiveness of 
God to remove the penalty; the Church 
Temperance Society teaches further; that 
in order to avoid sin in the first place, and 
Mill more to overcome it if the habit of 
intemperance hare become fixed, every 
one 
needs Divine 
Grace, 
and 
the 
availing help of the Holy Spirit. Only as 
the child of God, putting on His armor of 
righteousness; armed with the weapons 
of His warfare, can 
or I fight man 
fully against this or any other sin, anc 
continue Christ’s faithful soldier and ser 
vant unto our life’s end. 
It is the fallacy of many a man’s rea­ 
soning on the subject of Temperance; the 
fatal vice of numberless attempts at the 
reformation of the inebriate, that it is as 
sumed of tbe drunkard, that be has it in 
his power to reform himself, that he can 
withstand 
temptation, 
and overcome 
habit by strength of manhood; by deter 
mination and will. Never was there a 
more deadly self delusion. Said King 
Solomon—and inspiration apart, he cer 
tainly knew human nature as well as any 
man that ever lived— “He th a t tru steth ift 
Id s o wn h ea rt is a fo o l, 
” and the wiser than 
Solomon, Who knew what was in man, 
and needed not that any should tell Him, 
Who had Himself encountered tempta­ 
tion in all its subtlely, and as none but 
Himself has ever known it, He has said: 
“When the unclean spirit is gone out of 
a man he (i. e. the evil one) walkelh 
through dry places seeking rest, and find­ 
ing none he saith, ‘I will return unto my 
house, whence I came out;* and when 
he cometh he findeth it empty, swept and 
garnished. Then goeth he and taketh 
to him seven other spirits, more wicked 
than himself, and entering in, they dwell 
there, and the last state of man is worse 
than the first.”

10.—The shrill cries 
of 
the newslioys Thursday m orning announcing 
ex tra editions of the newsp ap ers with the 
inform ation of the death of ex President Ar 
thur startled the citizens of this city, as, 
though Mr. A rthur was known to have b een a 


fcX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR, 
Vfry sick man, the contradictory statem ents of 
the p ress in regard to his condition had left 
the p ub lic w ith very little correct inform a­ 
tion as to the actual state of his health, and 
his trip to the seashore last summer was sup ­ 
p osed to have b ene fitted him. 
The news was 
p resently confirmed, however, and the ap ­ 
p earance all over tho city of flags a t half- 
m ast simp ly mado assurance doub ly sure. 
Mr. A rthur’s death was a p ainless falling 
into eternal sleep , and the end was known to 
b e a t hand hours b efore he b reathed his last. 
A t 8 o’clock W ednesday m orning the at- 
tendant wont into Mr. 
A rthur’s room and 
found him unconscious. 
A fter a vain a t­ 
tem p t to arouse him he in form ^ tho family 
and Dr. Peters was sent for. 
The p hysician 
saw in a moment that the sands of life were 
nearly run out and so informed the sorrowing 
circle around the couch. 
Tho dying man 
lay sp eechless all W ednesday, hut not entirely 
unconscious, for he squeezed tho doctor’s 
hand, and p ut out his tongue when requested. 
Wednesday night at 0 o’clock the enfeeb led 
p ulse, more difficult resp iration, and other 
signs of p hysical failure indicated to tho 
watchful eyes of his p hysicians that the end 
was draw ing near. 
A change for the worse 
caino <»n rap idly, and ins sisters and children 
gathered at Ins b edside. 
Dr. W illiam A. 
Valentine, Dr. Peter’s p artner, ami Surro­ 
gate Hollins * stayed with him during the 
night. 
Mr. Knovals, Mr. A rthur's 
business p art­ 
ner, went home at midnight. 
Mr. A rthur’s 
strength ub Ihh! slowly and with it his life. 
It was 5 o’clock when the end came. 
He had 
l*e©n senseless for hours 
and died without a 
struggle. 
Dr. George A. Peters, of I'd W est Twenty- 
ninth street, who was Gen. A rthur’s attend­ 
ing p hysician, said to a United Press re- 
p orter Thursday m orning: 
“Gen. A rthur's 
death was caused b y cereb ral ap op lex y, a t­ 
tend ‘d b y p aralysis of tho right side. 
One 
of the weakened b lood-vessels in tho b rain 
gave way, and the suffusion of the b lood into 
the b rain caused his death. 
He died at 5 
o’clock 
Thursday m orning. 
Ho 
simp ly 
k to p i km 1 b reathing at that hour, and that was 
the only thing that marked tho going out of 
his life. For ab out tw enty hours ho had b oon 
unconscious and suffered no p ain. 
For a 
numb er of years, certainly threo or four, 
Gen. A rthur 1ms suffered from Bright’s dis­ 
ease, and lias also b een troub led with en­ 
largement of the heart, 
Tho action of tho 
heart has lioon feeb le for more than three 
years. 
Since his return from New’ London 
ho has b e-Mi in rather b etter health than dur­ 
ing tho early p art of tho year. 
He has not 
Ikm'H as comfortab le for years as he was on 
Tuesday last, 
lie m ight have lived on for 
years had it not b een for this stroke of ap o­ 
p lex y.’ 
Mrs. McElroy and C. A. A rthur, Jr., have 
received, in addition to those of the p resi­ 
dent and Governor Hit), telegram s of sym­ 
p athy 
from

The funeral will take p lace on Monday, 
Nov. 22, at 9 o’clock a. m. at the Church of 
the Heavenly Host. 
This arrangem ent has

the rx -p resident’s cab inet, who aro ex p ected 
to act as p ull-b earers, time to b e p resent 
The remains will b e b uried in the Rural 
cemetery, on tho Troy road, ab out four miles 
ab ove Alb any. 
Kev. D. Parker Morgan will officiate at 
the funeral. 
The b ody will b e conveyed to 
the cemetery near Alb any b y tho New York 
Central train, leaving New York a t 10;:l0 
a. m. Monday. 
There will b e no m ilitary 
disp lay a t the funeral ceremonies, b ut a 
m ilitary escort offered b y Gen. Schofield 
will p rob ab ly b e accep ted. 
The b ody will 
rem ain at the house until the funeral. Thero 
will b e no formal lying in state. 
The family 
desire the funeral to b e as quiet as is com­ 
p atib le with tho p ub lic character of the de­ 
ceased. 
The p resident has telegrap hed that 
he will attend the funeral, and that he will 
b s accomp anied 
b y 
Secretaries Bayard, 
W hitney and Lam ar, and Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Vilas. 
The courts that were in session when the 
fact of ex -President A rthur’s death b ecame 
known adjourned a t once, after suitab le 
eulogies had b een delivered b y memb ers of 
b ench and b ar. The only ex cep tion was the 
recorder’s court, where the nature of the 
p ending trial made adjournm ent imi>ossib ie.

The triuutes to tb s Hite Mr. A rthur were elo ­ 
quent and impressiv e, and many came fro m 
perso nal friends o f the deceased, and were 
delivered with g enuine feeling . The surro­ 
gate’s court was no t in sessio n, as Surro g ate 
Rollins had watched by Mr. A rthur's b ed­ 
side all night and up to the time of his 
death. 
While the McQuade trial was p rogressing 
b efore Recorder Sm yth, D istrict A ttorney 
M artino addressed the recorder and stated 
that he had just learnsd of the death of ex 
President A rthur.

Chester Allan A rthur was b orn in F ran k ­ 
lin county, Verm ont, on the 5th of Octob er, 
1880, one of a family of two sons and three 
daughters, the children of W illiam A rthur, 
who had left his native Ireland when a youth 
of IS years of age. 
A fter having b een in the 
New W orld a few years, the elder A rthur 
entered the m inistry of the Bap tist denomi­ 
nation. 
Ho was a m an of learning ami ab il­ 
ity, a sup erior p reacher an l writer, and his 
oeath m Octob er, 1875, which occurred at 
New ton ville, near A lbany , N, Y ., was widely 
regretted. 
Rev. Mr. A rthur's distinguished son was 
educated at Union 
college, Hchenectary, 
where ho was graduated in the class of 1819 . 
tic taught school in V ennont for two years, 
after w hich, having saved ab out $59 0 of his 
salary, he went to New Y ork city and b e­ 
came a student of law in tho office of ex - 
Judge E. 19. Culver. 
He was in duo time 
adm itted to the b ar of New York. 
Having 
determined up on chunging his p lace of resi­ 
dence, he, in comp any with his p articular 
friend, H enry 1). Gardiner, traveled in tho 
west for throe months in order to find a de­ 
sirab le p lace in which to b egin the p ractice 
of the legal p rofession in p artnership . 
Find­ 
ing no p lace to their liking, the young inen 
returned to New Y ork and op ened an office 
in thut city, where they were successful al­ 
most from the b eginning. 
Early in his p rofessional career Mr. A rthur 
m arried a daughter of Lieut. Herndon, of 
the United States navy, an officer who had 
gone down with his ship a t sea, and whose 
widow was t ’ e recip ient of a gold modal 
voted b y congr<*s in recognition of his 
b ravery. 
Mrs. A rthur died in 1880. 
In the latter p art of 1852, a Virginian 
slave-holder and his wife, Jonathan and 
Juliet Letmnon, took eight slaves with them 
from their state to New Y ork city, from 
which they intended to take ship for Tex as, 
where they were ab out to b egin a new 
estab lishment. 
Up on 
ap p lication, Judge 
Paine granted a w rit of hab eas corp us in 
b ehalf of the slaves, and the legal question 
involved in the sul» sequont p roceedings was 
whether the p rovisions of the fugitive slave 
law were in force in New Y ork state. Judge 
Paine decided against this claim, and the 
cap tives were 
liIterated. 
Thereup on the 
legislature of V irginia authorized the 
a t­ 
torney general ‘>i tho state to assist it taking 
an ap p eal against Judge Paine's decision. 
\V iiliam M. Evarts and Chester A. A rthur 
were emp loyed in the interest of tho eiti- 
z**ih of their Mate against that of the 
sia v-holders, and won the caso; and when, 
M’W quently, it was b rought under tho cou­ 
sin* ration of the sup reme court of the United 
♦States, were again successful. 
A few years 
afterw ard, in 1850, Mr. A rthur took up the 
cause of a p oor colored woman who had b een 
ex p elled from a Fourth avenue car in New 
York city, after she luid (mid her fare 
b rought an action against tho comp any 
recovered $500 damages for his client, 
day nfter this victory over p rejudice 
gained, the comp any tha t had b een defeated 
in the action issued a farm al order giving 
colored (map le p ermission to ride in its cars, 
and in a short time this right b ecame general 
throughout the city. 
Mr. A rthur’s earliest p olitical activity was 
as a Henry Clay Whig, and he later was a 
delegate to the famous Saratoga convention 
of I‘>54, and an original Rep ub lican. 
His 
teste for m ilitary affairs led him into the 
state 
m ilitia 
of 
Now 
York 
as 
judge 
advocate, 
and 
he 
was 
distinguished in the service of the state dur­ 
ing the w ar of the reb ellion, when ho held 
tho p ost of quarterm aster general from early 
in the w ar until lSGi, the close of M organ’s 
(the New York “ war governor) adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Mr. A rthur’s discharge of the re­ 
sp onsib le and im p ortant duties of this office 
were ab le and honorab le, and ab solutely 
ab ove criticism. Affairs involving the equip ­ 
ment and transp ortation of hundreds of 
thousands of men were adm inistered b y him 
in a m anner which elicited the greatest con­ 
fidence and sincere adm iration. 
As ab ove 
stated, Mr. A rthur’s official career at this 
p eriod of his life term inated w ith the close of 
Morgan's adm inistration, and he returned to 
the p ractice of law, and later was ap p ointed 
b y President G rant to the collectorship of 
the p ort of New York, his first ap p ointm ent 
b eing made in 1871, and he held the p osition 
until 1878, when he was susp ended b y Presi­ 
dent Hayes for refusing to ol» ey an ex ecutive 
order forb idding governm ent officials from 
acting as p art of the p olitical m achinery of a 
p arty, Mr. A rthur b eing at that time chair­ 
man of the Rep ub lican committee of New 
York city. 
He was a delegate to the national Rep ub ­ 
lican convention of 1880, and an earnest ad ­ 
vocate of the renomination of Gen. G rant 
for a third term, and that movement failing, 
he was p laced on the ticket as vice p resident 
with Gen. Garfield. 
His service as chair­ 
man of the senate was dignified and effi­ 
cient and his conduct during the trying tim e 
when President Garfield lay hovering b e­ 
tween life and death was commended b y all 
p arties. 
He took the oath of office as p resi­ 
dent a t ab out 2 a. in., Sep t, 20, J881, in New’ 
York city, where he was when the death of 
President Garfield was announced to him, 
and was again , p ub licly, sworn at his inau­ 
guration two days later a t the national cap i­ 
tal. The nex t day he issued a p roclam ation 
making the 20th of Sep temb er, 1881, the day 
on which the remains of President Garfield 
were to b e interred a t Cleveland, Ohio, a day 
of humiliation and mourning. 
The adm inistration of President A rthur 
was highly commended b y the Rep ub lican 
conventions of almost every state, and he 
was a candidate for the nom ination for the 
p residency b y the national convention of the 


I kit i y h *ld in Chicago in 1881. 
lie was, how­ 
ever, deb ated, Mr. Blaine b eing nominated. 
Among Mr. A rthur’s p ub lic acts as p resident 
wan tb e vetoing of the Fits John Porter b iU. 
Since retiring from the p residency Mr. A r­ 
thur has not b een in good b eaith and took no 
p ari in p ub lic affairs. 
The death of his wife was a sev ere b low to 
Mr. A rthur, and hi* devotion 
to her memory 
was well known to his most intim ate friends. 
He leaves two children—Chester Allan, 
a 
young man of 21, and Ellen Herndon, a girl 
>t 14, of whom he was very fond.

GALLANT RESCUE OF A WRECKEO 


CREW AT MARQUETTE, MICH. 


Eleven More M en . LmI 0» the Lake 
Heavy Blow at Buffalo—Storm* In the 
E ast—A Landslide oa Top o f a Passen­ 
ger Train—Many Injured—Two Girls 
Cremated—Assorted Disasters. 


M arqu ette, Mich., Nor. 19,—There was a 
fierce storm blowing here Thursday morn 
ing. 
The great waves rolling in from the 
northeast ruined the massive oak and stone 
government breakwater, 
and 
swept the 
solid stone beacon tower into the lake like 
piece of cork. 
A t 4 p. m. the schooner Florida, steering 
by the sound of the government fog horn 
tried to make the harbor, but missed it, and 
let go both anchors in the breakers but 200 
yards from shore. 
Almost at once it was 
seen that she must go to pieces, and the crew 
climbed into the rigging. 
Two steambarges 
in the harbor undertook to go to their rescue 
but were driveu back with their bulwarks 
stove in, and the Florida's crew gave them 
selves up for lost 
One of her masts then 
broke off, and the sailors began to make 
agonising appeals for help. 
Then Capt. 
John Funk started for the rescue in the little 
harbor tug Gillette. 
Her machinery 
is 
powerful, 
but 
she 
is 
so 
small that 
the 
hundreds who watched tho attempt 
from the cliffs on which the town is situated 
did not believe it possible for her to live 
moment in the sea 
The Gillette had but 
three men aboard, and they struggled to get 
into position to help the schooner’s crew 
until the excitement had spread through the 
town and business was almost deserted, wbile 
the wharves were black with spectators. 
After repeated trials the Gillette’s stern w;is 
backed under tho schooner’s quarter, and the 
crew of the Florida carefully waiting their 
opportunity, jumped on the deck of the tug. 
All reached the Gillette safely except the 
mate, Andrew Petersen, of Cleveland, whose 
body was mashed flat between the sides of 
the tug and the schooner. 
He was instantly 
killed. 
The Gillette reached the harbor safely, and 
at night nothing in town was too goal for 
Capt. Funk. 
Late Thursday evening no 
trace of the Florida remained. 
The steam 
barge Waldo and consort, David Wallace, 
went ashore nine miles down the bay Thurs­ 
day morning. 
The latter soon broke in two, 
and men with yawls left at once by land 
for the wreck to rescue the crews What could 
be seen in the rigging. 


Eleven Men Reported Lost. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—Private advices re 
ceived hero tell of the loss of the schooner: 
H arvey Bissell, Pathfinder, and tho propeller 
New York. 
The form er vessel formed a 
p art of the fa te l tow of the tug M artin 
Field, and foundered a t anchor in company 
with the Em erald and Lillie May.

W ashington Crrr, Nov. 1 9 —Secretary 
Whitney has issued the following important 
order: 
N a v y D epartm ent, Nov. 18.-T h e de­ 
partment having determined to concentrate 
as far as practicable under the charge of one 
general storekeeper at each yard and station, 
and on board ships, the various stores and 
material.«, and also to transfer to the pay­ 
master general’s office the duty of providing 
through contract and purchase such sup­ 
plies tor the navy and marine corps, togethei 
with the custody of all monetary and prop­ 
erty accounts of the navy department and 
its several bureaus and the marine corps, 
you are constituted a board to formulate 
regulations to effect such object. 
To this end you will confer with the sev­ 
eral bureau chiefs and other officers inter­ 
ested, and obtain from them and their offices 
all information necessary to aid you in ar­ 
ranging the details for the harmonious in­ 
auguration of the proposed change. 
You 
will collaterally ascertain what exceptions, 
if any, should l>e made to the general applica­ 
tion of this order, and also fix the reduction 
in clerical force and office space admissible 
in the respective bureaus by the diminished 
work therein, and the probable increase of 
working force and office room that will be 
necessary in the bureau of the paym aster 
general; also furnish similar data applicable 
to civil em ployes,etc., a ffe cts by the change 
ul the yards and stations. 
You will confer with the board of which 
Capt. Richard W. Meade is president and 
prepare the necessary orders to go into force 
upon the 1st of Jan ., 1887, m aking tho actual 
transfers contemplated. 
In this work make 
use of the inventories prepared by the last 
mentioned board. 
A system of books must be prepared in 
concert with the paym aster general, and 
should bo kept by him, and all stores and 
property transferred should be carried in k 
said books at their present appraised m arket 
value, enabling the departm ent to establish 
and m aintain a system of accountability foi 
its proj* rty. 
Form s for the receipt and 
issue of stores and m aterial a t yards and
